5. (original) The process of claim 1 , wherein the P03Q has a molecular 
weight of about 500 to about 4000. 

6. (original) The process of claim 1 , wherein the P03Q has a molecular 
weight of about 1000 to about 3000. 

7. (original) The process of claim 1 . wherein the adsorbent comprises at 
least one of activated cartxin, alumina, silica, diatomaceous earth, 
montmorillbnite clays. Fuller's earth, icaolln minerals and derivatives thereof.

1 7. (original) The process of claim 1 6. wherein the APHA color, before 
contact with adsorbent, is about 85 to about 250.

19. (cun'ently amended) The process of claim 1 . wherein the APHA color 
is reduced by at least about 50% 26% .
